The second Annual Spacecraft Gonvention held at fucca Valley, Jalifornia 
on March 12th and 15 th was just another revelation out of to ay's strange 
happenings. It was a picturesque approach to the Sonvention Spot travelling 
over many miles of sandy, sunlit desert roads, through forests of age-old Jodha 
trees, Coming at last upon a wide stretch of "antedilavia” that appeared like 
land left over from The Flood.
